Your committee to whom was referred the Bible Cause 
would respectfully submit the following report: 

The Bible is God’s revelation to man, the great fountain 
of wisdom and knowledge to the human understanding. 
Its principles underlie our civilization, and form the basis 
of our hopes for time and eternity. Before the light of 
revelation the ignorance and superstition of the human 
mind disappear, like the mists of the morning before the 
brightness of the morning sun. It tells of the origin of our 
race; sheds its light upon the duties and relations of life; 
lights up a smile on the cheek of death, and hangs the rain- 
bow of hope over earth’s sleeping millions. It contains the 
only law that w ill right the wrongs of earth, adjust the an- 
tagonisms of political economy and brings manhood to- 
gether in the bonds of universal brotherhood. 

By reference to the annual report of this great institu- 
tion, we find it is still at work, publishing and circulating 
the work of life, in from eighty-five to ninety different lan- 
guages and dialects, as well as in the Boston raised print, 
for the blind. 

It still enjoys the confidence of God’s people, to a great 
degree, in all its wdde field of usefulness, attested by the 
fact that it received during the last fiscal year, $597,693, 
also the interest on $42,316. It has distributed in Home 
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and Foreign lands, Bibles to the value of $529, 75. The 
number of Bibles published and distributed during the last 
year was 1,496,000. 

$73,590 copies were sent to Foreign lands. The bal- 
ance were distributed in this country. 

The Annual Report announces that the fourth supply of 
this country has been finished. 

During the eight years of this work there were dis- 
tributed, 8,146,800 copies of the word of God, in twenty- 
seven different languages and dialects, at a cost of $862,557. 

This work having been completed in dependence of 
Almighty God and the benevolence of his people, the 
society has undertaken to supply every child that can read 
with a Bible of his own, for use in Sabbath Schools. 

The An nual Report also announces that the fourth sup- 
ply of our own country was complete. During the eight 
years of this work there were distributed 8,156,808 copies 
of the word of God, in twenty-seven different languages and 
dialects, at a cost of $862,557.93. 

This work having been completed, in dependence on 
Almighty God, the society now undertakes to supply every 
child that can read with a Bible of his own, for use in Sab- 
bath schools. This would require to be supplied within the 
next year, 1,000,000 Bibles, which at the least price for 
such would cost $200,000. To accomplish such a work as 
this the co-operation of Pastors, Christian parents, Sunday 
School superintendents, must be secured, else these well- 
meant efforts will become a failure. 

Foreign Lands: This work is carried on with great 

energy in almost all Foreign countries, especially in Cuba, 
Mexico, Central America, South America, La Plata, Brazil, 
Venezuela, Sweden, Finland, Russia. Germany, Switzer- 
land, France, Spain, Austria, Italy, China, Japan, Sandwich 
Islands and Microscesia, Africa and North American 
Indians. 

In considering this great work in Foreign lands the 
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fallowing conclusion was given: 

No one can conceive the result of this great work done 
in the last year. How many hearts and homes have been 
blest; what light has been given to those sitting in dark- 
darkness; how many consciences have been awakened, how 
many weary souls have been led to cast their burdens on Him 
who alone can give rest; how many tearful eyes have been 
comforted; how many souls have been saved from sin and 
death. 

Now the questien comes; how many of the churches in 
the Conference responded earnestly and lovingly to the 
work. Out of seventy-eight charges ten or twelve have 
contributed, the aggregate being less than $75.00. 

Shall 'every Church do something during the present 
year for the blessed cause? Your committee recommend 
the following: 

1. That all the members of White River Conference 
bring the subject before their first Quarterly Conference, 
and insist that this cause shall secure the support of each 
Church, just as the Lord has blessed them. 

2. That each Minister be required during the month 
of February to preach a Bible sermon and ask for a public 
contribution for this object. 

3. That all Sunday School superintendents explain to 
the scholars their great work, and on the Sabbath nearest 
Christmas day, give our collection for this cause. 

4. We pledge our District Superintendent our hearty 
co-operation in this work and invite him to assist our 
Churches once a year, so far as he can do so.
